REDUCTION 1N_ RATES. 


Some particularly interesting informa- 

tion concerning the new partially laid 
eablo between Coylon and the Far East 
dircet—which -is to be extended during 
‘tho course of tho next ning months or so 
to Aden and through the Red Soa to Sucz 
to join tho Mediterrancan: cable from 
Alexandria to Gibraltar laid some monthe 
ago-—~was given-to a representative of the 
Times of Ceylon on May 16 by. Mr. J. E. 
Adamson, who is at present in charge of 
the Eastérn Telegraph . Station — in 
Colambo. a : 
At will be remembered that, a few days 
age, the end of tho cablo from Penang— 
which i ovontually to be carried te 
Singapore and as Far East as Hongkong 
—was brought ashore at Colombo by tho 
cable ship Cofania. Av sdon aa tho cable 
end was landed here, said Mr. Adamson, 
we were ready to transmit “‘mensiges, to 
Penang, but’ the arrangoments. here for 
the transmission and receipts of messages 
ara’ merely tomporary. However,’ nego- 
tintiohs, aro at present prococding in 
Londét’ ‘and in’ Ceylon concerning the 
charges for cablegrams by. tho new route, 
pad wo aro waiting until these arc com- 
plete before we inaugurate tho service 
between Coylon and Penang. The idea 
of the negotiations is to obtain in reduced 
tariff for Ceylon.and to equalise the rates 
between Indis and the Far Enst and 
Colombe and the Far Fast. 

At. the’ preset time messages from 
Colombo to the Var, East have to be sent 
vid Madran’ and, naturally, the cost of 
tranamiasion from Colombo to the Far 
East is considerably more, than from 
Madras to the Far East, for the simple 
reason that, Colombo .users have to pay 
for the nee of. the Colombo to Madras land 
Hine... When the new cable from Colombo 
to Hongkong is complete, messages will 
be transmitted direct and, if the present 
negotiations aré auecessfully completed, 
the cublegram ‘charges from Madras and 
Colombo, respectively, and the Fur East 
will be equalised, ; : 

Thi will naturally mean a big reduc- 
tion in the rates from Colombo to tho 
Straits Settlements and beyond. Speak- 
ing roughly [ should say, the saving would 
be about three pence or four pence per 
word to: the Far. East. : 

Mr, Adamson added. that the Ceylon 
Goverument would, continuo to, take in 
traffic at their own counter os formerly 
and would pass it on to the local. office 
of the Eastern Telegraph Company’ for 
transmission. At the’ present time the 
company is very much pressed for office 
ageominudation in. Colombo, but this dis- 
advantage, it is, hoped, will only be a 
temporary one. . :
